3. The following Nationalist troops are now in Kwangtung rrovince: 


a. The 39, 109, 62, 63 and 64 Armies, all with 70 percent of their table 
of organization requirements. 


b. The 62, 63 and 64 armies, mainly composed of raw recruits. 


The 39 and 109 armies are the best Nationalist troops in Kwangtung. 


4. The Nationalistsalao have five Peace Preservation Corpa divisions in Kwang- 
tung. -Host.of the Nationalist Kwangtung treops are in the Canton area and 
along the Pearl River. One division is in western Kwangtung. The Nationalist 
64, army, less one division, is now on Hainan Island.
